Aside from an 
odd flshins trip to ijike countv, Pin- 
chot's activitica in Pennsylvania con- 
sisted iu railroad trips through Phila- 
delphia en route from his actual home 
In waahingtoa to his legal liome In 
Mew York.

Even now It is impossible to find 
ten citizens of Milford who will say 
that Pinchot is a resident of Pike 
county.

As late as last 
spring a newspaper man. called at 
the office 01 Amos R. 15.

The answer came: "His home is at 
1015 Rhode Island avenue, Washing- 
ton."

Ircm Now York city to Milford. b'ol- 
lowlni; tho Democratic state conven- 
tion in Allentown In 1910, when tue 
supporters ol' Willlcon H. Herry Uaiin- 
rd their candidate \vas illegally de- 
prived of a nomination, there was talk 
ol! nominating a Republican on an in- 
dependent ticket, instead oC Berry. A 
conference was hold iu Pittsburgh on 
.lime liS. 1910, and a boom launched 
for Plnciiot. Uut the entire movement 
fell flat when it was discovered that 
Mr. Pinchot was a non-resident of the 
state. 
It la significant that in Jeis than a 
year aftorwaids Pinchot transferred 
his rcsidPncQ from New York to Mil- 
ford.

Pinchot, the conservator, succieecle ]

translX-ired his. afE^ctlona from 
New 
York to Milford. In 1910 ha paid a 
personal ta.x In Now York as u logal , 
resident of that city. Ln I'm he made ' 
affidavit that he was no longer a resi- 
dent of New York, arid: was therefore 
exempted from tlie payment of a per- 
sonal tax. 
But he paid no personal 
tax in Pennsylvania In 19U, and wa^ 
not assessed till l!H2. Iu other words, 
he benoH-ted financially nearh" $1200 
by eeUing out of one'st.ite an:l mto 
anotlier for political purposes. 
The dotense ot" Pinchot is that his 
family was always known a-^ u. Pike 
county family.
